St. Louis, Oct 'l 9. Colored l>ap- 
tists in convention in'"VJyoining, repre 
sentiog anuiiiLier of We.-itcrn Hiates 
and Territories, have !i(ropt(,d a resolu- 
tion protesting again.st a late decision 
of the Supri'ine Court, lonceriiing civil 
rights.

The success of De Les-sejis in secur- 
ing anotlier hirge .supply of nioney for 
for the |)roseeiition of tlie work- he has 
undertaken on the l.stlnnii.s uf I'anauia, 
has stimulated tlie interest 'taken by 
the public in the canal project. Al- 
ready tiie nuiiiijer of men employed 
would constitute an army. At the 
end of the first year's openu ions, .'1,000 
men were engaged ii|ioii tin? canal. 
Last iSIay there were workmen, 
and the end i:if July last there were 
11,000. It is expected that fully IG,- 
000 will be en.])loyed by Deceiulier. 
The Company Ktates, in its latest 
bulletin, that it find.'i no ditliculty in 
obtaining laborers. Negroes, niulat- 
toes and Indians come from all parts 
of the coast, liut principally from Co- 
lombia, attracted by liiglier |)ay. They 
are good workers^ aiid in tin; majority 
of instances tluy' buy ■' land and build 
houses for theirs families. IS'egroes 
from the Antilles, especially from Ja- 
maica, are also employed in largo num- 
bers. The population of the Isthmus 
is thus rapidly increasing, and pro.s- 
perouB villages are g/Bwiiig u|) around 
working centej s. The .soil is lieing 
brought unde,r cullivi|ion, and planta- 
tions are being dffiSbiulied. 

The work of excavation has at last 
begun in earnest, and the work done 
will be gradually increased. In .\ugust 
210,000 cubic meter.s, were excavated. 
By December the muntliiy work will, 
it is expecti:d, aggregate .')00,000 cubic 
meters, which with the machinery al- 
ready on hand will soon he increased 
to 1,000,000. The work will, how- 
ever, be increa.sed to 2,000,000 cubie 
meters i)er month, which will, it is ex- 
pected, coin|)lete the canal in 18t^8.

The question of the iHcp.s;iitv of u 
puliltc market in Victoria is uoi a lu w 
one; some years ago there .vas an ellcirt 
to establish one, but as the laiises of 
failuie tlien have notliiny lo do with 
the preseiif discussion of the subject 
it will be unnecpssiiry to refer to tliein. 
To strangers and visitors, il is a iiintler 
of siir)>rise that, a tuwn uf thr >\/x^ and 
population of Victoria iias no market. 
A ijiarl;et doe;; not necessarily iin|ilv an 
expensive market house, but accurdmg 
to Webster a market is "a public jiliice 
in a city or town where provisions or 
cattle are exposed for sale." A very 
cheap building or open slieil sullioient 
to siielter from the rain would serve- 
the jiurpose of a inarket-house, pi'o 
vided it was situated in a central lo- 
cality. The reason.s why there shouKl 
he a market in Victoria are various. 
At ])resent there is a large (luantity of 
produce imported from Culifi)rnia, 
wiiich might just as well be raised in 
the vicinity of Vii toria, and nothing 
would tend to encourago farmers and 
gardeners t^o much as having a market 
to supply. A market would also be a 
great advantage to tliu cojisumer, win) 
would thus lie en.abled to deal ilirec'.ly 
with the productu- lo the mutual ad 
vantage of both, for in many easi-s the 
produce grown here would he fai 
fresher and better than ihal imported 
by means of a sea voyage, ami with a 
healthy competition wouhl be no deari-r 
to purchase, beside posse.ssiu!" the in- 
nate cheapness of a bet ter artielt . In 
stead ot sending our iminey to ( 'alitor 
iii.i moreover, ne\fr toretuin, it wduhi 
circulated more among our own 
fanuor.s, who in turn would aijain cir 
culate it in the city. Those who have 
families may depend u|)on it that the 
establisbmen^t of a niaiki-i would make 
a considerahU' difl'erence to them at tin- 
end of the yeui-, and the woinler is that 
p(:o]ile have been so long content with- 
out one, lo the injurv of their own 
pockets and tha discouragement of 
those who w-^^re willing to sup]ily thi'm 
if lliey were only allowed the chance 
The eatablishment of a market wduld 

also give peii|i'e a belter idea of « lial 
our own jirovince s\ >is ihle lo proiliiee 
for a doubt exists as to whether its 
ca])abiliiies in the agriculiiirul and hor- 
ticultural line are as well known as 
they ought to be. The (piestiim to be 
decided is whether it i.-^ aiN-isalih- ti.i 
eiitahlisli a public market in \ ictoriu 
for the sale and juii-elia.^e ot |iii)ihirc; 
as those concerning a market house, 
its construction and situation are of 
.secondary importance.

All articles ahould 
be addressed to care of H. Snolthlag, 
Shanghai, China,and all communications 
catalogues, price lists, etc. , should be sent 
to Ml V.ttji Moltendorl, Seoul. The 
Ooreau government should have the 
privilege of purchasing these articles at 
prioeB' named . on the invoices, and it 
shoulii by this system develop trade, and 
any orders which may be the outgrowth of 
it can be sent direct to the manufactorers. 
A middleman will not be needed, and 
American firms having representatives in 
tho East will be largely benefitted there- 
by.
